MONTREAL (CP) — 
Minister Winters announced to- 
day that the Soviet Union has 
purchased a minimum of 75,- 
000,000 bushels of Canadian 
wheat and four for shipment 
during the period Aug. 1, 1967 
to July 1, 1968, 

The contract, amounting to 


about $150,000,000, was con- 
cluded by the Canadian Wheat 
Board and the Soviet wheat 
agency.

‘Sweden Takes Legal Guilt 
Out of-Divorce Proceedings 


By Sydney J. Harris 


Apropos of my recent piece 
on taking the legal “guilt” out 
cf divorce - which turns most 
divorce litigants into Lars, 
bullies, spies or hyprocrites 
— a sociologist at Harvard has 
called to my attention a 
brand-new: book called “Sex 
and Society in Sweden.” 

Written by Birgitta Linner, a 
Swedish lawyer and founder of

seling Bureau, the book clari- 
fies: many of the misconcep- 
tions and distortions we in 
America have had about fam- 
ily life and sexual standards in 
modern Sweden. 

Wor one thing, the Swedish 
attitude toward sex Is not as 
simply permissive as we have 
been led to believe by some 
sensational writers; indeed, 


ceeding must be found at 
fault, Sweden grants divorces 
without either party having to 
be considered culpable. Yet 
the divorce rate there js only 
one in six, while the U.S, rate 
is one in four, 

“The Swedish system,” she 
writes, “‘recognizes that mar- 
ital conflicts may be irreton- 
cilable, and termination of the 
relationship the best solution. 
Without the necessity to estab- 
lish guilt, there tends to be 
less expression of bitterness 
or aggression, and fewer deep 
psychological scars for the 
persons involved. -

The Consumer Protection Act, 
Passed by the Ontario Legisla- 
ture last year, comes into force 
July 31. Among other things it 
will require all lenders to pro- 
vide borrowers in writing with 
the true cost of the credit being

cents and as‘an annual percent- 
age rate. 

The regulations will cover all 
provincially-chartered compan- 
ics dealing in credit, including 
finance. and loan - institutions, 
trust and mortgage companies 
and retail” stores.

U.S. Air Cavalry Lands 
Amid Red Tunnel Maze 


SAIGON (AP)—A company of 
US. air cavalrymen made @ 
helicopter assault early today 
into what turned out to be the 
centre of North Vietnamese 
army tunnels, The U.S. soldiers 
ran into a fierce mortar, anti- 
aircraft and small arms attack. 

Three troop-carrying helicop- 
ters were shot down and two 
others hit. 

The savage battle in the Song 
Re valley, in the central low- 
Jands 330 miles~ northeast of 
Saigon, and another battle 
Tuesday in which 65 Viet Cong 
were reported killed ended an- 
other prolonged lull in the Viet- 
nam ground war. 

At mid-afternoon the men of 
the Ist Air Cavalry Division 
were reported still in heavy 
contact with the North Viet- 
namese in the Song Re valley 
west of Duc Pho. First reports

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» In recent days, in the manner of a day 
being set aside for each country the emphasis 
has been on Ontario, the Indians of Canada 
and on Gabon. The latter is one of the 


countries of Africa which have-joined together - 


In-presenting an image of the continent's 
cultural and economic achievements far 
removed from the harsher elements of life 
there as reflected by natural stresses and 
upheavals. Gabon may also be remembered as 
the land where Albert Schweitzer performed 
his great services to the people of Africa. 

~, Not so Cuba, where the emphasis, in films 
and on wall displays, is almost entirely on the 
revolution that brought Castro to power and 
seeks to perpetuate itself — and its communst 
affiliations — in other countries: of Latin 
America. 

Closer to home the Quebec pavilion has 
resisted any temptation to delve into politics, 
From the moment the visitor ascends into the 
heart of the building — in an elevator whose 
darkened contours reflect the changing 
seasons — the effect is one of good taste and 
presentation with a Gallic flair, 

Indeed, far from there being any jarring 
references to separatism or the like; visitors are 
afforded an opportunity of studying the 
diversity of Quebec’s achievements as a region 
peopled by a distinctive group, and its physical 
largesse -and. variety of topography and 
industrial progress. 

A color television film that takes viewers 
from urban areas to the province's northland, 
shows loggers and trappers at work; and 
aircraft: of Quebecair serving remote 
snowbound communities, reminds one of the 
vastness of Quebec. 

But even where materialism and natural 
resources are important, the Gallic touch is 
seen here at its most subtle. Who but a 
Frenchman would think to intersperse with 
pictures of logging and other natural resource 
operations the projection of the image of 
& young woman? And it is she who directs the 
loggers, and guides the planes in and out, and 
pouts a bit and gets her way a Jot. And isn't 
that very much in the spirit of La Belle 
Province and of its people? 

Another television screen shows the 
préparation of Canadian mink — and the end 
product as modelled by an attractive young 
Quebecer. 

Of such is the varied face of Quebec — a 
province whose mines and forests contribute 
greatly to the overall economy of Canada and 
whose people, both French and Anglo-Saxon 
give it a culture and flavor all its own. 





Individuals Count 
The royal commission on the status of 
momen has taken an enlightened step with its 
nouncement that individual women will be 
assured of a hearing.

The Foreign Legion, those 
glamor boys of fiction, movies 
and sometimes of fact, are com: 
Ing back again. 

There are a few changes, how- 
ever, and this time they will 
serve the United Nations. The 
change does not steal away all 
glamor since the Forelgh Legion 
of fiction fame seemed to live on 
a diet of burring sand and sun 
and danger. Sand can get pretty 
dull as a steady dict. 

The new Legion sees service in 
varied parts of the world, and 
they are pretty well taken care 
of, too, 

Right now, Sweden's general 
staff is seeking to attract men 
from still more countries to a 
training course for United Na- 
tions observers and staff offi- 
cers. 

This year some 67 trainees 
from seven countries, Including 
Canada, are being taught by the 
14 instructors. All the instruct- 
ors have seen service under Uni 
ted Nations auspices. 

The course includes not only 
instruction in communications 
and planning of evacuation op- 
erations, but also in psychology 
and tact. Subjects much need. 
ed In the tricky roles they may 
be called upon to play in sensi- 
tive areas, 

Sweden is an ideal setting for 
the school. Like Canada, Sweden 
has been ‘active in UN peace op- 
erations. About 26,000 Swedes 
have been engaged in UN peace- 

actions since 1948 in ten 
international conflict areas,

After anxious weeks of wait- 
ng, about 26,000 Ontario stu- 
dents will learn next month that 
they have earned their Grade 
13 diplomas, The figure is im- 
pressive, for it represents a 
four-fold increase over the last 
decade, during which the popu- 
Jation of the province rose from 
5.4-million to about 7-million. 

How many of these young 
™men and women will want to go 
on to university — or have suf. 
ficiently high marks to be elig- 
ible to do so — is: not known. 
But in the last 10 years full. 
time undergraduate enrolment 
in the province bas risen from 
about 19,000 to an estimated 
60,000 in the coming academic 
yeat Meanwhile, new univers. 
ides are being built, and exist- 
ing ones expanded. In this com- 
ing year there will be an in- 
crease of about 8,000 in Ontar. 
jo's undergraduate population. 

The cost is high. Last year, 
Queen's Park set aside $100- 
million for university capital 
expenditure. This year’s figure 
was $150-million and the total 
for next year will likely be clos- 
er to $200-million. 

In their report, From the Six- 
ties to the Seventies, the Com- 
Mittee of Presidents of Univers- 
ities of Ontario estimated that 
in 1981-82 there would be be- 
tween 147,000 and 182,000 full- 
time undergraduates: This 
would be between 14.5 and 17.9 
per cent of the province's 18-25 
age group, compared to the 
present 9 percent. _ 

Such statistics can dazzle the 
imagination (and worry the tax- 
payer who will pick up most of 
the tab) but they cannot hide 
the fact that the universities are 
barely meeting Ontario's needs, 

“It seems that what we are 
doing is not nearly enough,” the 
university presidents conceded, 
adding that “the evidence sug- 
gests that the pressures on the 
university system will become 
Greater, not less, and will arise 
not so much from the upward 
push of clamorous applicants as 
from the pull of society's de. 
mands for manpower — for peo- 
ple with ‘increasing levels of 
competence, skill and under.

Hits Mink 


MONTREAL (CP)—Thanks 
to recent promiscuous behay- 
jor of Canadian ‘minks, 
women this summer can buy 
luxurious coats at lower- 
than-ever prices. 

“Ranchers have so many 
minks available,” says Mor- 
ris Reller, a fur expert for 
more than 41 year, “that 
pastel minks in particular 
will cost about 25 per cent 
Jess than usual.” 

If & woman is planning to 
purchase a mink coat, sum- 
mer is the best time to do it, 
advise the experts. 

“Next year, prices will rise 
again because ranchers’ will 
have to spend a good deal of 
moneygin feeding and caring 
for the increased numbers of 
stock,” says Mr. Reller. 

But he warns women not to 
grab the first thing they see 
just because, it has a low 

ice tag. 

Mr. Reller, president of the 
Reller and Goodman Fur Co., 
together with his partner, 
Herman Goodman, runs the 
manufacturing house. He 
polnted out some of the essen- 
tial things to look for when 
buying a fur. 

“If you want a good quality 
mink make sure the coat or 
jacket or stole has been fash- 
foned from Canadian. minks. 
Canadian minks are by far 
the best on the market due to 
the climate and conditions 
under which they are raised. 
European minks are inferior 
in quality when judged by Ca- 
nadian standards.” 

And (“stay away from a 
coat whose fur has a reddish 
tinge to It.” This indicates a 
sub-standard fur which is 
probably several years old 
and has begun to tum in 
color. : 

“Next, make sure you are 
not paying for.a coat in which 
a minimum number of furs 
have been used.” “

A good mink coat will be 
lustrous in. appearance and 
silky to the touch. Male skins 
are superior to female’ skins, 
even though male“Bairs are 
slightly coarser than female. 

The male stripes are far- 
ther apart than the female 
stripes. 

“If you blow on the hairs of 
the mink, they will separate 
but return to their- original 
position. If the hairs remain 
askew, the quality of animal 
skin is poor.” 

Although the mink is still 
the most popular dress coat— 
the most expensive colors are 
lavender, -homo and violet 
minks—other furs are still in 
demand for everyday wear. 

“The persian lamb coat is a 
favorite item among most 
women,” says Mr. Reller. 

“When buying persian 
lamb, make sure the coat is 
lightweight and that the curls 
on the coat are tight ones. A 
loosely-curled coat is not first 
quality, A black persian lamb 
should have a shiny appear- 
ance although grey coats are 
rot quite so shiny. When 
choosing a grey coat, make 
sure it is a medium or dark 
shade. Light shades are infe- 
rior to darker ones.”

) The cartoon on this page today jis symbolic 
of the winds of change that are motivating the 
Canadian Indlan today. 
-The process of evolution among the 
“descendants of the original inhabitants of this 
. continent has been slow, and it has been 
hampered by reason of the Indians’ essentially 
mystical, close-to-nature temperament being in/ 
conflict with the material and technological 
“ways of the white man’s way of life, 

' But evolution there Is — slow though it 
may be. And a ceremony at the Mohawk reserve 
in Caughnawaga, Quebec,’ last Saturday, was 
indicative of the conflict “the modern”: Indian 
faces as he seeks identity amid two cultures, 
his own and the white man’s, : 

> ‘The ceremony marked the opening of a 
14th century Indian stockade, When completed 
"the stockadé will feature teepees, curio shops 
and picnic tables, Festive events will be held 
during the year and in general-the exhibit will 
reflect the way of life of the Indian long before 

‘ the coming of the white man. 

A significant factor was the attendance of 

Blackfeet Indians from Alberta and Crees from 
’ Saskatchewan, and indicative of the Indians’ 
; mystical attachment to natural forces was the 
raising by Chief Andrew Delisle of a flag, 
, containing among other things, illustrations of 
the sun, water and gtass. se 
‘* Of most importance, however, were Chief 
-Delisle’s observations on the ultimate need of 
the Indian to enter more determinedly into the 
modern world. Materialist and oriented toward 
scientific progress this world may be, but it is 
the only one that. offers full rein for the 
development of mankind's resources, whether 
material or spiritual. : 

Mr. Delisle’ said the Indians of this 
continent were becoming increasingly aware of 
their rights and their identity. Although they 
took cognizance of ‘modern technology they 
were also anxious to preserve their own culture 
and traditions. He added that the time had 
ended when “they” would plan for “us” and the 
time had arrived when “we would plan our 
own destiny.” ° 

; However, two things will be essential in 
the achievement of this destiny. And they are 
maintenance of existing links between Indians 
and the white population — and the 
assumption by Indians of — increasing, 
responsibility for thelr own affairs, as suggested 

_ by the Mohawk chief.

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Churches’ Task 


The role of the Christian church in the 
modern world is a changing one — as it must 
be if Christianity is to meet the needs of people 
in'an increasingly challenging universe. 

A whole new generation is growing up 
whose questing spirits are at odds with the 
status quo, or what is left of the status quo 
that their. parents knew. The gulf between 
parents and children is one that has always 
existed but today, under the impact of such 
decadent manifestations as the hippie cult, 


Yorkville, LSD, marijuana and the concept of - 


a something-for-nothing life, it has widened. 
Technology is evolving so swiftly that the 


“educational pressures on the rising generation 


are more demanding than ever. In such a 
world the church is hard put to it to keep pace, 
to'retain a hold on the young. Nowhere has 
this been witnessed with greater poignancy 
than in the communist world. 

In Lithuania, for example, church 
attendance declines every year. At the same 
time the volume of atheistic propaganda 
remains constant and the church is regarded 
as an undesirable left-over from the reactionary 

ee 


The Baltic country was once predominant- 
ly Roman Catholic, and while churches remain 
open a recent news picture of a lone woman 
praying at one of the sanctuaries in Vilnius 
was indicative of the extent to which 
christianity has declined in face of materialist 
influences. : 

But the message of Christianity still 
carries into the far reaches of the world — and 
significantly, into areas which sustain 
populations of many different faiths as well as 
the advocates of communism and its 
companion creed, atheism. 

And it is Christianity of a practical nature. 
Consider, for instance, the appointment by the 
Anglican Church of Canada of a “new look” 
bishop to head a task force charged with 
developing an intensified program of helping 


* the people of South America. 


Rev. Guy Marshall, of St. Stephen's 


" parish, Toronto, will combine the interesting 


role of Suffragan Bishop of Trinidad and 
Tobago in the Caribbean with the title of 
bishop in Venezuela on the nearby mainland 


* of South America. 


The task of Mr. Marshall, 57. will be that 
of a “missionary in episcopal orders” serving

goes this fall to Venezuela. A native of 
Yorkshire, his qualifications for the position 
include service with the mission to seamen in 
the Argentine where he learned Spanish. 

That the appointment ‘represents no

This is thé kind of initiative that must be 
taken. not only overseas but among young 
people at home, with a view to perpetuating 
the Christian message in a world subjected to 
many counter distractions and influences.

Smiths Falls’ “Dream” Subway

The news from Smiths Falls 
the other day was enough’ to 
bring a sigh of relief audible 
tiroughout Eastern Ontario. 
Town council voted 5-2 in favor 
of widening the infamous Cor- 
nelia Street subway by an esti- 
mated five feet at 2 cost of $94,- 
300. It asked the Board of Trans- 
Fort Commissioners to approve 
the plan so tenders could be 
called for the job, 

There are motorists who lie 
awake nights dreaming of the 
Cornelia Street subway. High- 
way travellers passing through 
Smiths Falls often feel a tight- 
ening in the throat as they ap- 
proach what seems to be a pas- 
sageway too narrow for one car, 
le: alone two. Because of its 
dcpth, the subway seems even 
narrower than it is, but the 
scratches on its sides attest to 
{ts actual width and the effect 
it has on drivers. Residents of 
Smiths Falls who have learned 
to take the subway “in stride” 
can have great sport with first- 
time visitors to Smith Falls by 
taking them through the sub- 
way at “daredevil” speed — 
about 20 mph. 
~ It might be hard to prove that 
the narrow subway is actually 
a serious barrier to travel to

He also 
touched on pollution control and education 
and said the Economic Council’s review in 
‘September will pay detailed attention to whet 
he termed “mounting urban problems.”

Algeria Hesitates 
To Trust 


Algerian and Congolese govern- 
ments seem to be having sec- 


face the death penalty. 

Algeria's Col. 
Boumedienne is in no hurry to 
hand Tshombe over to Congo 
President Joseph D. Mobutu\ 
despite the Algerian Supreme 
Court’s July 21 decision recom- 
mending extradition. 

Tshombe, 47, former Katanga 
separatist leader and former 
premier of The Congo was kid- 
repped on a flight over the 
Mediterranean and brought to 
Algeria June 30. He had been 
convicted in absentia of treason 
and conspiracy against the 
Mobuta regime. 

Algerian officials and the 
government-controlled press 
have repeatedly hinted that the 
Boumedienne government may 
se! up an international revolu- 
tionary tribunal to try Tshombe 
in Algeria for “crimes against 
Africa.” 

These hints imply that Alge- 
ria does not regard the Mobutu 
regime as sufficiently revolu- 
tionary to be trusted to deal 
with Tshombe in true revolu- 
tienary fashion. 

Once Tshombe is extradited, 
Algeria would no longer have 
any control over what happens 
to him. 

Diplomatic sources said 
Mobutu has refused to make 
the political concessions which 
might have persuaded Algeria 
to extradite Tshombe without 
delay. 

Such concessions are reported 
to include a Congolese break 
with Israel, a disengagement

Pope Cuts 
--Curia-Term 
To 5 Years 


VATICAN CITY (CP)—Pope 
Paul today shook loose four 
centuries of iron control by the 
Roman Curia in governing the 
Roman Catholic Church by 
reducing Curia terms from life- 
time to five years and revamp- 
ing the Curia from top to bot- 
tom. 

The Pope set up the equiva- 
fents of Vatican foreign and 
finance ministries. 

The changes were outlined in 
a 15,000-word document entitled 
De Romana Curia—On the 
Roman Curia. 

The document, long advocat- 
ed by Church progressives and 
bitterly opposed by. conserva- 
tives, was four years in the 
making. It took longer to pro- 
duce than any other document , 
in Pope Paul's reign. 

It is part of a continuing pro- 
cess in reforming the tradition- 
ally conservative and Italian- 
dominated Curia, The reform 
was mmended by the Ecu- 
menical Council.

Free Vote Will B 
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Teachers Can Boost Children’s |Q. On Highways

A United States researcher 
has disclosed what may be 
a very large block that teachers 
unconsciously throw in the way 
of their students, A preconceiy- 
ed notion that certain children 
are dull which, in fact, makes 
them dull. 

Robert Rosenthal, a professor 
of social psychology at Haryard, 
started his experiments with re- 
Searchers and rats, He found 
that the rats performed far bet- 
ter in tests when the researchers 
were told that they had been 
bred for intelligence, and very 
Poorly when the researchers 
were told that they were dull. 

Mr. Rosenthal, with the assist- 
ance of the principal of a San 
Francisco school, moved on to 
test the theory on children. The 
School had a three-stream sys- 
tem, for the dulls, the middies 
and the brights. Mr. Rosenthal 
conducted an IQ test which, 
again falsely, he told the teach- 
ers would show which pupils 
were due to spurt ahead aca- 


. demically, The teachers were 


then given as the spurters the 
names of 20 per cent of the stu- 
dent body, randomly selected 
from all three streams. 

A year later the children were 
tested again. The so-called spur- 
tera had indeed spurted, show- 
ing an average 1Q gain of 12.22

What is known as a “neutral” 
switch is fitted to all cars equip- 
ped with automatic transmis- 
sion. This switch operates in 
much the same manner as our 
household electric light switch- 
es, but instead of controlling 
the flow of current to the lights 
fa our homes, {it makes or 
hreaks the electrical circuit that 
operates the car's starting mo- 
tor.-When functioning properly, 
the “neutral” switch prevents 
the engine from starting when 
the gearshift selector control is 
in any position other than 
“park” or “neutral’. However, 
when defective or maladjusted, 
this safety switch can cause 
some weird and dangerous hap- 
penings. For example, a few 
years ago a customer asked me 
to check over 2 powerful used 
V8 he had just purchased. I 
placed the gearshift lever in 
“neutral” turned on the key and 
depressed the accelerator — (as 
well as feeding the gas, the ac- 
¢eclerator engages the starting 
motor of model). As‘ the 
engin? started, the car leaped 
forward, ripped through a fence 
or the parking lot, and I just 
stopped the brute about a foot 
away from a brick house.

; Ontario’s women public school teachers are 

» & happy lot. That is the implication of a survey 

_ «Whose -findings were presented at the annual 
meeting of the Federation of Women’s Teach- 
ers’ Association of Ontario last week. 

3 Nearly $4 per cent of them are happy in 
their job and 88 per cent of them think highly 
enough of teaching that they would advise a 
younger sister or friend to enter the profession. 

)_. However, they think their work load is too 
_ great and say they should not have to do 
lunch hour duty. City teachers feel too much 
of their time Js spent on paperwork, some of 
which could be handled by secretaries. Rural 
teachers complain of excessive lunchroom and 
yard duty. Most of the teachers interviewed 
think lunch hour duty should be undertaken 
by someone other than teachers. 
On teacher qualifications, 46 
trustees interviewed rated their 
fair whereas 59 per cent of the teachers put it 
in a higher category — good. Fewer than ten 
per cent of both teachers and trustees consid- 
ered the training excellent. 
-- Some of the teachers sald the course should 
be broader, others that it should contain more 
specialized training, while some-thought it too 
short. They favored a university education and 
degree for elementary school teachers. 
i These are interesting facets of the public 
school system as seen from the teachers’ 
standpoint, Improvement is being sought 
constantly on the educational scene, both with 
regard to equipment and teacher training.

The Thorns

The simple loveliness of the 
pasture rose offers its beauty on 
thin-soiled pasture hillsides. The 
soft pink of the fragile petals 
forms patches of color along 
pasture lanes and on the bank 
of country roads. It is a humble 
trailing plant that has been call- 
ed the Martha of the family; but 
‘t is the parent of all the beau- 
fiful roses that adorn gardens 
and parks. 

Sometimes it seems that the 
Joveliest colors in ypature are 
wrung from adverse conditions. 
In light soil with Uttle humus, 
and in the acid soil of. lowlands, 
some of earth’s most appealing 
Licssoms develop their beauty. 
‘The wild pasture rose is a good 
example. Among rocks and 
boulders, where grass is thin, 
the pasture rose thrives and 
spreads Its loveliness. 

The rose family has over 1200 
species grouped in some 75 gen- 
cra. It includes strawberries, 
hardhack, ‘spirea, taspberries, 
blackberries, and the cinque- 
foils. Until recently experts in- 
cluded apples, cherries, pears 
and plums in the family. It is 
good to know these facts, but to 
most persons a rose means & 
flower that is* the” epitome of 
beauty. g 

The wild pasture rose does 
not pretend to compete with the 
large blossoms in the garden. 
{{ opens its five-petal blossom 
in the morning and closes the 
petals at night to prevent mols- 
ture sticking to anthers and pis- 
tils. Recurved sharp prickles 
discourage cattle and mice from 
eating the follage and seed 
hips. The pasture rose is a hum- 
ble plant, but its colorful blos- 
soms are an appealing addi- 
tion to the flowers that give us 
a flowering world.

Boat: Rolled Over 
At Yarmouth, NS. 


YARMOUTH, N.S. (CP)—Six 
fishermen died in a collision 
between a fishing boat and a 
tug in dense fog off the south- 
west tip of Nova Scotia early 
today. 

All the victims were aboard a 
herring seiner from Wedgeport, 
N.S., that overturned after col- 
liding with a Saint John, N.B., 
tugboat. Only one of the seven 


men aboard the seiner sur- * 


vived. He was rescued by the 
crew of another fishing boat. 

The accident occurred about 
12:% a.m. ADT some nine 
miles off this southern Nova 
Scotia port. The herring seiner, 
Silver King I, with seven men 
aboard, overturned after collid- 
ing with the Ocean Rockswift, a 
233-ton tug owned by the St. 
John Tug Boat Co, Ltd. < 

Reports here said the seven 
Ten aboard the 55-foot seiner 
were trapped inside the vessel 
when it overturned. Crew mem- 
bers of the seiner Dunville 
bearded the craft and chopped 
their way to the rescue of 
Bobby McDowell, in his 20s, of 
Hackensack, N.J. ‘ 

The six fishermen, including 
Capt. Roderick Boudreau, 
McDowell's uncle, drowned. 
The Dunvill’s crew recovered 
their bodies.

And then, of course, there has 
been reckless talk of the pos- 
sibility of Canadian Indians stag- 
ing racial riots in imitation of 
the U.S. Negroes. 

How serious is all this? 

The taxpayers provide $114,- 
000,000 for Indian affairs work 
this year and that is not ungen- 
erous assistance to 220,000 peo- 
Ple, The Indians herve 6,000,000 
acres of reserve land which 
Laing declares includes “some 
of the most-favored real estate 
in Canada.” 

Indians should be given real 
opportunity to get rid of the pa- 


ternalism of government and 
stand on their own feet. But 
they have to make an effort. 

Are they being given a fair op- 
portunity? A recent inquiry 
seems to leave this point in 
doubt and Parliament should 
seek from thee government 
some factual discussion of this 
matter along with a request for 
information on whether Indian 
co-operation in self-relisnce is 
forthcoming. 

If Indians take the attitude 
that their reserve privileges are 
more important than participa- 
tion In the advancement of the 
general community, they will be 
left with their discontents for- 
ever. * 

The question now is not mere-

Anguilla, 
sweetened with the promise of 
greater autonomy of more 
British aid, gave up its revolu- 
fion, And the four Independent 
states promised fo send a peace- 
keeping force of policemen to 
Anguilla to ensure fair play. 

A pity the Commonwealth can- 
not act as effectively over Ni- 
geria and the secession of Biaf- 
ra, or over Rhodesia, But, who 
knows, Anguilla may be the 
start.

Two army battalions are said 
to havé been deployed along the border to halt 
the refugee flow. 

Meanwhile, as a tactical reprisal against 
the Peking government for. standing idly by 
while the mob sacked the British mission, 
Chinese diplomats and business officials in 
Britain are being held under house arrest as 
virtual hostages for the safety of Britons in 
Peking. 

The fate of Hong Kong may not yet be in 
the balance, but so long as central authority 
in China Itself remaths suspect, and the Red 
Guard movement virtually a law unto itself, 
there is no knowing what may happen.

Their conclusion: Research is 
cne_ thing, communicating the 
results to the farmer another. 

“Although our journal goes 
rostly to people who have had 
a fairly high level of education 
in agriculture itself, it is quite 
obvious to us that, if there is to 
be any advancement in agricul- 
ture, then a lot more of their 
knowledge must be transmit- 
ted to the actual farmer who 
does the job,” said Bean. This 
was brought home to us by 
something that Charles Weitz of 
the Food and Agricultural Or- 
ganization — the co-ordinator of 
the Freedom from Hunger Cam- 
paign — said to me some years 
ago. He pointed. out that if all 
scientific and technical progress 
was to stop for 25 years but that 
if we were to put over to the 
farmer all that we already 
koew in that 25'years, then there 
would be no world hunger at the 
moment.” ¥ 

Bean had just returned from a 
tour of the West Indian Islands, 
where, he sald, he had been 
most impressed. “I found that 
the degree of communication 
at farmer level. was very high. 
here were excellent local radio 
services and excellent newspa- 
per facilities of the kind that we 
are advocating.

(apart from low retums on in- 
vestment) for the farm owners 
selling. One got an offer of $40,- 
000 for his 150-acres which, with 
his implements and livestock 
valued at almost $30,000, meant 
about $70,000, No other farmer 
could afford to invest this much 
in land and stock. If he bought 
on a mortgage, he never could 
pay it off; if he paid cash, he 
could have invested the money 
much miore profitably else- 
where. 

Other good farm land, near 
cities, is being taken over for in- 
dustrial sites, for housing — or 
being held by speculators. The 
Niagara Peninsula, the Oak- 
ville - Burlington areas and even 
Windsor suburbs are examples. 

Indeed it is predicted that the 
time Is coming when land within 
30 miles.of large Ontario cities 
will be so costly it will be too 
expensive to farm. This, for in- 
stance, ,would take in most of 
Essex County.

Winter Works Scheme 
Cut to Five Months 


OTTAWA (CP)}—The federal 
government will make two 
changes in the 1967-68 winter 
works program to concentrate 
work in the cold-weather 
months and discourage wel- 
fare-type projects. 

Ottawa and the provinces 
atso plan fall talks on further 
long-term improvements to the 
scheme, under which 50 to 60 
per cent of direct payroll costs 
ere met by federal grants. 

‘An announcement Friday sald 
the program is being shortened 
this winter to five months from 
six. An official said many 
municipalities launch thelr pro- 
jects in November, when sea- 
sonal unemployment is rela- 


tively low, and slacken off 


when jobs are most needed. 
They will be given an opinion 
this year to begin drawing con- 
tributions after Nov. 1, but the 
government hopes most work 
will take place in the period 


, after Dec, 1,
